Dear Editor: 

| must take issue with Mr. Angerman’s 
answer number 5 in the Precision Shoot- 
ing Quickie Quiz in the June, 1980 issue. 

The proposition that the difference be- 
tween the ballistic coefficient of a bullet 
with an 8S ogive and of a similar bullet 
having a 4S ogive is insignificant is only 
true in very special cases, i.e. short 
range and little wind. At 1,000 yards or in 
a puffy wind it is a different story. 

As an example: A better than average 
match shooter, whose supplier of Sierra 
Match King 30 caliber bullets disap- 
pointed him by not getting any, entereda 
1,000 yard tournament at Karner some 
years ago. He fired a blown-out 30 cali- 
ber magnum bull gun loaded with 180 
grain boattail hunting bullets having just 
about a 4S ogive and about a .125 open 
point. The combination, with a maximum 
charge, was about as accurate at 200 
yards as his match load. At 1,000 yards 
he required unbelievable elevation to 
get on target, impact velocity was sub- 
sonic, all bullets tipped excessively and 
he couldn't stay on the target in a wind 
that other competitors were not holding 
out of the black for. The bigger open 
point was, of course, part of it, but so 
was the ogive.

During the course of activities at 
Super Shoot those in attendance had an 
opportunity to hear Neal Knox, NRA-ILA 
Executive Director, speak on legislative 
matters and the role of the NRA member- 


ship. It was an interesting session with 
many shooters asking questions and 
receiving good honest answers. 

Perhaps the most informative, and dis- 
tressing, part of the presentation was 
Neal’s discussion of the proposed tag- 
gant program of the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (BATF). 

For those who are not familiar with 
taggants, they are tiny plastic particles 
which would be added to explosives and 
gunpowder to aid in the detection of 
criminal use of those explosives. An ex- 
ample: You are a mad bomber. You go to 
the Miller Quarry and steal some 
dynamite and caps. You blow up the 
local YWCA with this stolen dynamite. 
Enter BATF. In their investigation they 
find taggants that are identified as being 
placed in the material sold to Miller's. 
Off to the Miller store they run. Since the 
dynamite was stolen they now run into 
just about as much of a dead end as they 
would have had the dynamite not been 
tagged. They would eventually have got- 
ten to Miller’s and found out about the 
stolen goods. They still do not have the 
crook, however. That is the key! 

What would all this mean to the 
shooter. in general and especially the 
benchrest shooter? It would mean that 
our powder would have an extremely 
high price (It is too high now.) due to the 
cost of taggants that must be added to it. 
The total cost is talked about as multi- 
million just to start the program and 
many more millions to keep it going. 
Who will pay for this program? You 
guessed it — each one of us who buys 
that can of powder. 

It would also mean the end of ac- 
curacy oriented shooting as the effects 
of these taggants are just beginning to 
show. Hercules, according to Neal Knox, 
reports that their powders will flash on 
the shelf with taggants added. 
Winchester also reports that shotgun 
velocities become eratic and hangfires, 
bloopers and other problems appear. Ri- 
fle powders will lose most of their ac- 
curacy capability and become unpredic- 
table; killing the sport of benchrest, and 
all other accuracy sports as well. 

Taggants must be added to powder in 
the proportion of 1 pound of taggant to 
1,000 pounds of powder. Since there is 
no assurance of a good mix the burning 
rate cannot be predicted. All that can be 
predicted is that it will be unpredictable. 
What will that do to your reloading and 
accuracy? 

Since the taggant is a retardant it will 
slow the rate of burning. Suppose your 
first round had only one flake of taggant 
in it. No problem. The next one has 27. 
There must be a drastic difference be- 
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tween the velocity of the two rounds. Ac- 
curacy, therefore, will be affected with 
the addition of these taggants. Are they 
worth it? Not by a long shot say the ex- 
perts. One manufacturer of explosives is 
even taking the matter to court as his 
business blew up while working with the 
taggants. We hope that he wins his case. 

As this was being typed we were en- 
couraging you to write to your legis- 
lators and object to any support they 
might be giving to the taggant program. 
You were encouraged to request that 
they work against the taggant program 
and support more realistic methods of 
dealing with criminals. As we were read- 
ing the morning mail we found the report 
on the committee hearings with regard 
to this matter. We will pass that good 
news along to you. 

“Both the U.S. Senate and the U.S. 
House of Representatives have recently 
dealt severe blows to the proposed tag- 
ging program of the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms,” states the ILA 
“Reports from Washington.”’ 

“In early May the House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee on Treasury, Postal 
Service and General Government 
directed that money allocated to the 
BATF for the explosive detection pro- 
grams be spent only on researching 
measures of detecting untagged ex- 
plosives.” 

“Then, on June 4, 1980, the Senate 
Government Affairs Committee voted to 
strike the section on taggant implemen- 
tation from S.333, the Senate's anti-ter- 
rorism bill.”’ 

“The latest rejection of the Bureau's 
plan came on June 12 when the full com- 
mittee of House Appropriations recom- 
mended to the whole House that the tag- 
gant program should receive cuts in its 
funding.”

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During these hearings the OTA (Office 
of Technology Assessment) reported on 
inadequate testing and potential safety- 
hazard areas in tagging certain ex- 
plosives. They also repudiated much of 
the BATF testimony given to Congress 
during the hearings. 

Since we have the better news to offer 
the other pages are dropped. We still 
suggest, however, that you keep in 
touch with your legislator and urge his 
office to follow a sensible route in this 
matter. It may be down but it is not yet 
out. 


From Canada: 


The Crumlin Sportsmen’s Association 
which conducts benchrest matches on 
the London, Ontario range forwarded 
the following information with regard to 
their remaining matches and their over- 
all program. 

There is a match on August 16 for 
Light Varmint (100 and 200 yards) and 
one on August 17 for Heavy Varmint (100 
and 200 yards). This is their money shoot 
with a nice breakdown of cash prizes. 

On September 20 they will have a 
Light Varmint match with the Heavy Var- 
mint to be held on September 21. This is 
the Charles J. Parkinson Memorial 
Match. BRSC, NBRSA and IBS cards will 
be accepted at all the shoots. Starting 
time is 8:00 a.m. sharp. 

The shooting program at Crumlin has 
been given a boost by Gary Hayes and 
Bill Gammon.

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Powder Measure Operations Guide 
By Ritchie R. Moorhead 


Over the past few years | have been 
asked more questions about powder 
measures than anything else. Each time 
the response is basically the same. 
Aside from some comments on in- 
dividual measures my answers take a 
line that indicates familiarity with the 
measure to be the best route. Practice 
makes perfect, even with powder 
measures. 

Recently | wrote a letter to a shooter 
and covered this information carefully. 
In the following letter, which has been 
altered to avoid arguments about certain 
things, | attempt to lay out the basics for 
good measure operation. 

Dear Mr. Shooter: 

Thank you for your letter with regard 
to powder measure operation. Aside 
from getting into a discussion of brands 
| will attempt to outline the basic pro- 
cedure for operating a measure to 
benchrest standards. 

| will address your question on powder 
grain cutting and measure wear first. 

| suspect that this is not as much of a 
problem as you expect it will be. After 5 
years the edges of my measure are visi- 
bly just as sharp as those of my year old 
measure which has seen little use. 
Remember that rifle powder is not all 
that hard when checked with a knife 
edge or a pinch. Even the brass measure 
bodies hold up well. Let us move on to 
the real problem, measure operation. 

| am going to make a suggestion. 
Please do not take this personally as it is 
not intended that way. Over the years | 
have watched all sorts of measures and 
measure operators, with the following 
observations: 

1. There are no really bad measures. 

2. All measures will work well with 

proper care. 

3. Some measures repeat better than 

others. 

5. Some operators are better than 

others. 

6. Some operators take more care 

than others. 

7. Some operators could not throw a 

good charge with a shovel. 

From this you might assume that | feel 
the real problem to be the operator. That 
is correct. 

| am suggesting that you take a 
powder measure and do the following 
exercise. 

Go somewhere where it is quiet and 
comfortable, turn on the stereo and relax 
with a hot or cold drink and a snack. Put 
work and problems aside. 
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Set up a scale to check on your work. 

Fill your measure and establish a 
charge to be thrown. Use one of your 
normal powders. 

Get a pencil and pad to record your 
results. 

Begin to throw charges. Use this pro- 
cedure. Raise your handle slowly, being 
careful not to bump it hard at the end of 
the stroke. Return your handle just as 
smoothly and drop the charge. When 
you encounter a stuck measure press 
the handle forward slowly and cut the 
grain firmly. Measure it, record it and 
mark it as cut. You will find that cut 
grains do not vary the charge as much 
as you think. 

Continue the exercise slowly and 
smoothly until you become better at it. 
You should have a variation between 1 
and 2 tenths on the scale. Do not be 
surprised if most of your charges are 
right on the button. 

Keep this up over a week or so till you 
gain confidence in your ability. Then it 
will be a matter of maintaining that per- 
formance anywhere you use the 
measure. 

Stay away from bumps on the end of 
the motion. | have watched some 
shooters knock and smack their 
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measures like they were splitting rock 
and then weigh their result like they 
were giving away their gold. Heavy 
handed operation adds more to measure 
problems than any measure manufac- 
turer ever could. 

| suspect that you will find that this lit- 
tle exercise improves your success with 
the measure, no matter what its make. 
With this will come improvement in your 
feeling toward your loading. This will 
also improve your confidence in your 
shooting ability. This is the bottom line. 
It is my honest opinion that we all feel 
that the powder variation must be elimi- 
nated for good accuracy. Quite honestly 
there are more important things to worry 
about. What goes on between barrel and 
target is critical. What goes on between 
the ears is critical. That is often over- 
looked and it can really cause problems. 
Once you can throw powder with 
reasonable accuracy (2 tenths or better) 
you can tend to the major problems of 
shooting. 

| trust that you do not feel this letter to 
be too long. | tried to make it short but it 
is a topic that cannot be cut in the in- 
terest of improving your shooting. 
Please let me know how this finally turns 
out as | feel that you do a fine job with 
any measure with the proper care.

Belding & Mull 

B & M is aname that has been around 
longer than many of the readers of these 
pages. | recall, when | was but a pup, 
saving my pennies to buy aused Belding 
& Mull reloading press and dies from a 
local gunsmith. Lordy, the rounds that 
were pumped through that well used 
cress! B & M, during these days, also 
made other accessories such as bullet 
moulds for handloading and shooting. 
One of my very first was a used B & M 
that had seen better days. It was really 
beat up and the only reason that it still 
turned out acceptable bullets was 
because it was built like an Army tank. 
The spure cut-off, for example, was a 
heavy machined plate that surely 
wouldn't warp from heat, which cannot 
be said for some of the modern moulds. 

Belding and Mull is still around and 
doing well at 100 North 4th Street, 
Philipsburg, PA 16866. They have some 
items that perhaps some of the 
newcomers might find of interest. The 
quality of their products have stood up 
throughout the years. Workmanship is 
neat and top quality material goes into 
each item. Not as fancy as some makes 
perhaps, but certainly functional in the 
manner intended and offering long life. 

One such item is the B & M Visible 
Powder Measure. Introduced well before 
WW II it has had no major change in 
design. The only change on the current 
model, that can be noted, is the material 
which the powder hopper is made of. 
The original model had a brass hopper 
and well fitted brass hopper cover. Later 
this was changed to aluminum. The cur- 
rent model is of plastic and so is the hop- 
per cover. The main body is cast iron. 
The hopper feeds powder to a lower 
chamber which holds about 200 grains 
of powder. The front of this is glass 
which makes possible the visual check- 
ing of the powder feeding into the ad- 
justable charge tube — hence the name 
“Visible Powder Measure’”’. 
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The operating handle is on the right. 
When this is pushed to the rear the lower 
chamber is moved over the outlet to the 
charge tube which is held in place with 
the left hand. When the handle is 
released a spring moves the lower 
chamber to the left where it is 
replenished from the hopper. This 
assures that the weight of the powder 
above the charge tube is always about 
two hundred grains which contributes to 
uniform charges. The powder is fed to 
the case via a funnel. This procedure is 
slower than the drum type powder 
measures, but the uniform powder 
charges this measure can give is a plus 
factor even with relatively coarse hard- 
to-throw powders. Some handloaders 
find that with these hard to throw 
powders best results can be had by 
operating the handle twice for each 
charge with the powder charge tube in 
place. This was almost always true when 
the 219 Don. was a common cartridge at 
every match and 3031 powder was giv- 
ing best results. Some of our very best 
competitors use this measure year after 
year with excellent results. 

The measure is supplied with one of 
four charge tubes: Standard, Micro, 
Magnum or Magnum Micro. The mag- 
num tubes have a capacity of about 15 
grains more than the Standard and 
Micro. The Micro models are designed 
so that after a setting is established and 
properly recorded, that setting can be 
duplicated without the use of a powder 
scale. This should be done with great 
care, of course, as it should be with any 
powder measure when a scale check is 
not being made. The measure is sup- 
plied with a chart which can be used as a 
guide for initial settings for thirty one 
powders which are currently in use. Du- 
Pont, Hodgdon, Winchester and Her- 
cules powders are included. 

Like all makes and models of powder 
measures, it’s a worthwhile practice to 
sit at the loading bench and work with 


the measure and a powder scale, thus 
developing the ability to throw uniform 
charges. The single largest error of any 
powder measure is the operator. 

The B & M does a very good job. One 
point that is often overlooked with all 
makes of measures is to slow down and 
not operate the measure too rapidly. 
This allows the powder time to flow pro- 
perly. With easily thrown powder such 
as H-335, minimum error is possible. 
Even with powders such as 4895 or 4198 
errors can be held to plus or minus one 
tenth or better. When powders as coarse 
as 3031 are used, accpetable perfor- 
mance can be had with a little practice. 

Another B & M product that | have al- 
ways been impressed with is their stain- 
less steel cleaning rod which comes in 
several models. The one of most interest 
to the benchrest shooter is the type “A”; 
aone piece rod that is 36” long. It is sup- 
plied with a brush and push through tip. 
This tip is the most popular among com- 
petitors. Rods are made in 22 caliber and 
30 caliber. The rods are threaded for all 
standard U.S. brushes and tips. The han- 
dle is knurled stainless steel 4 inches 
long and 5/8” in diameter. The handle 
rotates on ball bearings with a good 
tough long life thrust bearing. These 
rods are designed for a lifetime of use. 
Hard and smooth, they will not pick up 
abrasive powder fouling and grit and 
can be easily wiped clean. If bent in use, 
they spring back straight and will take a 
devil of a lot of abuse. 

The other models of the cleaning rod 
line are the type ‘‘B’’, a three piece rod, 
each section 12” long with tips and a 
case and the type ‘‘C’’, a six section rod 
with tips and case. Finally, B & M offers 
a rugged little handgun cleaning rod, 
again with tips and a storage case. 

The B & M line can be supplied by 
your local dealer. They make well estab- 
lished products that have held up over 
the years and sell for a very fair price. 
That's a hard act to follow! 
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Mr. John Collins 
Shooting Well at 90+ 


The enclosed photograph may very 
well illustrate a world record; one which 
will never see the inside of a record book 
but which deserves recognition never 
the less. It shows John Collins and his 
.140 group shot on June 4th, 1978 at the 
monthly competition of the Ridge 
Sportsmans Club outside of Rochester, 
N.Y. when John was 90 plus years old! 
John’s comment after making the group 
was that the wind could blow them in as 
well as out. 

For the younger set (those under 60) 
who may not know of John, he was one 
of the early promoters of Johnstown 
when it consisted of two benches and lit- 
tle else. John first visited Johnstown in 
the winter of 1949 to learn if the stories 
he had heard of the remarkably small 
groups being made there by a new 
cartridge were true. They were, and the

cartridge was the 219 Donaldson Wasp. 
One of his companions on the trip from 
Rochester was Ray Biehler, soon to 
become famous as one of the partners of 
B & A Bullet Dies. As B & A Dies became 
“the die set to have” and delivery times 
of one year or better became common, 
John used to help Ray by doing the 
rough hand lapping. 

To the best of my knowledge, John 
never held office but was instrumental in 
getting people with organizational skills 
elected to the key chairs. Today’s 
benchrest shooters owe a lot to the vi- 
sion and dedication of John Collins and 
all the other ‘“‘old timers’”’ like him_who 
were instrumental in getting the sport 
organized.

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Development of a 


Silhouette Cartridge 


My wife and | stopped at the Emory 
Tooly’s on our way to the 1975 N.R.A. 
Convention in San Diego. Exposure to 
silhouette shooting was a result. Emory, 
a former editor of Precision Shooting, 
persuaded me to shoot in the monthly 
match at Black Canyon Range. Emory 
lives at Sun City, Arizona and shoots 
silhouette regularly at this fine range. He 
also does some shotgun shooting, but 
no benchrest. 

The range was built by Maricopa 
County to accommodate an earlier 
Olympic tournament and has great 
facilities for all types of shooting. The 
first National Silhouette Matches were 
held here. 

As a matter of interest to those not ac- 
quainted with Silhouette Shooting, it 
Originated in Mexico. It consists of 
shooting offhand at replica size metallic 
silhouettes of chickens at 200 meters, 
pigs at 300 meters, turkeys at 385 
meters, and sheep at 500 meters. At 
some ranges a relay consists of 5 shots 
at 5 silhouettes in exact order from left to 
right in 2 1/2 minutes. At other ranges a 
relay consists of ten silhouettes. The 
shooter stays on the line while the 5 
silhouettes are set up asecond time. The 
animal replica must be knocked off its 
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pedestal to count. An animal shot out of 
order does not count. A standard match 
consists of ten shots at each range fora 
possible score of 40. Top scores range 
around 30 out of 40 in good conditions. 
It is reported that the rifle must produce 
at least 1000 ft. Ibs. of energy at 500 
meters in order to knock over the sheep 
silhouette consistently. My experience 
indicates that this is probably a good 
estimate. 

At the time Emory was shooting a 30- 
06 using 190 grain Match King bullets. 
Being somewhat sensitive to recoil | am, 
lets say, extremely reticent to use a 30- 
06 10 Ib. rifle for match work. Neverthe- 
less, not wanting to be called a sissy, | 
shot the full 40 shot match with a rifle 
that should be used only on heavy game 
where you might fire as many as 3 shots. 
Although the recoil of a 10 Ib. 30-06 can- 
not be called pleasant, | could not judge 
whether or not the recoil affected my 
score. The result was a 9 out of 40. This 
placed about middle of the B class. It 
also got me hooked on Silhouette Shoot- 
ing. 

We worked over the range at home so 
that we could test our silhouette rifles up 
to turkey range, 385 meters. For the 
sheep range the meadow back of my 
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place sufficed for finding out the knock 
over ability of various bullets and loads. 
When | say we, | mean the guys in my 
area who were more or less conned into 
silhouette shooting by Wayne Leek and 
myself. At that time it seemed the ob- 
vious choice for a rifle was the .308. We 
soon found out that the .308 required the 
190 grain Match King or equivalent to 
knock over the sheep at 500 meters with 
any consistancy. It was learned that 
shooters from the other areas had come 
to the same conclusion. 

A little experience with the 162 Hor- 
nady 7 mm match bullet led me to look 
for a case that would give adequate 
energy at 500 meters. It was decided that 
the 7 x 57 might do it, but to be on the 
safe side something slightly larger 
would be desirable. Since the 6 mm 
Remington case had several more grains 
capacity, and was available in quantity, 
it was chosen. 

This case gave the 162 Hornady 
Hollow Point Boat Tail between 2450 f/s 
and 2550 f/s at the muzzle and well over 
1000 ft. Ibs. at 500 meters using mostly N 
205 powder. This cartridge was used 
during 1976 for several matches at Ridg- 
way, Pa. Incidently, the matches there 
were, and | assume still are, pretty much 
squired by Clarence Detsch, an active 
benchrest shooter. Ridgway ran its 
matches in 5 shot relays so that you 
ended up with two 20 shot scores. This 
gave you a pretty good idea of how you 
were doing as the shooting progressed. 
Sadly, | found out that my second twenty 
scores almost never equaled my first 
twenty. The only conclusion one could 
draw from this was that either fatigue or 
recoil was causing trouble. 

Wayne Leek got his .22 rf. cal. 1/4 
scale range set up about this time. 
Guess what, fatigue all by itself was 
eliminated as a factor. My second 20 
scores were uSually better with the .22 
rf. The only answer was to look for 
something with less recoil for the long 
range silhouette. Back to the drawing 
board! Before we leave the 7 mm | 
should state that it won me a first in the 
A class at Ridgway with a 16 out of 40.A 
10 1/4 inch twist was used in the 7 mm. It 
was found later that 11 inch would have 
probably been OK. 

The ballistic tables indicated that the 
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6.5 140 grain Match King given 2800 f/s 
muzzle velocity would be adequate at 
500 meters with over 1100 ft. Ibs. of 
energy. A 6.5 barrel in 8 inch twist was 
available. Later one was found with a 14 
inch twist. Both of these were cham- 
bered using the same 6 mm case. The 8 
inch twist barrel was made as long as 
thought feasible at 28 inches. 

Velocity with the 140 grain Match 
King, 45 grains of N 205 and Rem. 9 1/2 
turned out to be 2796 + 19 f/s. Accuracy 
with this bullet is slightly better than 
minute of angle. Accuracy with a 90 
grain home made bullet runs better with 
some groups at 1/2 minute of angle. 
Velocity with the 90 grain bullets and 51 
grains of N 205 runs 3300 f/s. 

| shot this rifle at the 1977 National 
Metallic Matches at Black Canyon. My 
best 40 shot score of three was 17, about 
what | expected. No failures on the 
sheep have been experienced. 

About midway through 1978 N 205 
powder was replaced with Norma M.R.P. 
powder. The new powder turned out to 
be slightly faster and considerably more 
expensive at just short of $10.00 per 
pound. Hodgdon 205 became available 
at less money. As a result it was tried. 
The first load of 44.3 grains with the 140 
MK gave 2923 + f/s. The pressures were 
a little high as evidenced by hard open- 
ing so a lighter load will be tried. 

Recoil with this cartridge is probably 
as light as can be experienced with com- 
mercially available bullets. The next try 
will need to be with custom bullets, 
probably in 6 mm. 

The 7 x 57 is in use to some extent, 
now, as well as a few 6.5 x .243 Win. This 
6.5 is essentially the equivalent of the 6.5 
x 6 mm. My objection to it is the long 
sloping shoulder. Other cartridges in 
use are .280 Rem. 25-06 (not too suc- 
cessful) .270 Win., 308 Win. and 30-06. A 
relatively heavy and long, for the caliber, 
match bullet is required in order to score 
on the sheep. 

The belted magnums are barred from 
ranges because of the damage they in- 
flict on the targets, especially the 
chicken and pig. At the present time we 
have adequate bullets in .30, 7 mm, and 
6.5 that can be shot at reasonable 
velocities and still accomplish the goal. 

A new range at Williamsport, Pa. has 
been promised. (Editor’s Note: This 
range is now in operation. For informa- 
tion contact Mr. Joe Doebler, R.D. 1, 
Williamsport, PA 17701.) This should get 
the gang in the Mohawk Valley back in 
the sport. The 300 plus miles to Ridgway 
gets to be a real chore, especially with 
gasoline going to $1.50 per gallon this 
summer. 
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PRODUCT REPORT 
Decker Rifle Vise 


Over the past season a number of 
Decker Rifle Vises have been appearing 
on the benchrest ranges. This sturdy rest 
and clamp arrangement offers much 
protection from accidental falls and 
damage to the benchrest rifle. It is also a 
good way to assure that the fancy 
fiberglass stock does not get knocked 
and chipped. With the cost of a good 
paint job this is a major worry. 

While attending the NRA Show this 
past spring | had a chance to take a 
closer look at the Decker product and 
talk with Mr. Fred T. Decker who is the 
manufacturer of this vise. Some sample 
vises were on display in his booth and | 
was able to examine one closely. The 
workmanship is excellent and the quality 
is high. Mr. Decker promised to send me 
one for a product report. In a short time it 
arrived by UPS. 

A close examination reveals a well 
made vise with a combination of pine 
wood for the vertical members and high 
density particle board for the base. Parti- 
cle board is not really pretty but it does 
the job. All wood parts have a neatly 
routed edge that would quickly sand 
enough to accept a finish which would 
add to the attractiveness of this rest. 
There are very few rough edges and tool 
marks. 

The hardware is nicely plated to resist 
rusting. Even the tacks that hold the 
leather-like pads are bright. The large C- 
clamp that holds the butt firmly in 
position is finished with a light tan paint 
that is a lot nicer than the plain one on 
my bench. Overall the Rifle Vise is a well 
made product which should stand up to 
a lot of wear and tear. 

From a practical point of view the 
Decker Rifle Vise is excellent. When the 
vise is clamped to a table it provides a 
sturdy support for rifle cleaning, scope 
installation and gun repair. The clamp 
on the vise holds the butt of the rifle, or 
shotgun, securely while the front notch 


is deep enough to guard against any 
side motion which would knock the rifle 
from the vise. The rifle rests securely. 

Incidently, the Decker Rifle Vise 
comes with a benchrest front upon re- 
quest. The benchrest front is a recent 
addition which is aimed at the target 
shooter. It is anice consideration on our 
behalf. 

In use | found that the vise offered a 
security while cleaning that made the 
routine chore a bit easier. No longer did | 
have to hang on to the rifle with one 
hand while cleaning with the other. No 
longer did | worry about the rifle being 
knocked from the table. My only addition 
would be a few sets of ‘‘L”’ or cup hooks 
to the right side of my vise. These would 
be used for cleaning rod storage during 
the time away at arifle match. This beats 
placing the rods back on the table be- 
tween uses. It is in no way a complaint 
about the basic tool but is rather a per- 
sonal observation. Others may not like 
the hook arrangement.

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Densities, Ogives, Factors 
and Coefficients 


A. H. Angerman 


Most commercial bullet manufacturers 
publish sectional densities and ballistic 
coefficients in their handloading 
manuals. Home made benchrest bullets 
or those purchased from custom 
makers, however, vary in weight, ogive 
curvature and diameter of the bullet tip 
opening. Accordingly anyone wishing to 
compute ballistic coefficients for bullets 
that have no published values may have 
a problem. Here’s how to go about it: 
(1) Calculate sectional density. 

= 

7000(d?) 
where W is the weight of the bullet in 
grains and d is the bullet diameter in 
inches. A 68 grain 6mm bullet has a 
sectional density of 

68 

7000(.243x.243) 

(2) Determine its ogive by holding the 
bullet at its base and matching the 
curvature of its point with one of the 
segments shown in Figure 1. It is 
best to do this looking straight 
downward using a magnifying glass. 
A little monkeying up and down will 
soon give you the correct ogive. In- 
cidentally, the ogive curvature is ex- 
pressed in terms of a circle whose 
radius is usually an even multiple of 
the bullet’s diameter. Thus if you 
take a compass, open it to eight 
times the diameter of a 6mm bullet 
(8x.243’’= 1.94’) and draw a circle, 
the curvature will be that of an 8S or 
8 ogive point. 

(3) Gauge the bullet tip opening (hole) 
as closely as possible and divide this 
by the diameter. Round off the 
answer to .0, .1, .2 or .3. 


= .165 


(4) Pick out the ‘‘form factor’’ from the 
table below:

Divide the sectional density by the 
form factor. This the ballistic coeffi- 
cient. While probably (and in fact) 
not as accurate as one determined 
by actual firing tests it is good 
enough for comparative purposes. 


EXAMPLE 1 

A Nosler 150 gr. 30 cal bullet matches 
the 8 ogive curve of Figure 1 and its tip 
opening is about .05”. S.D. is
